about his work. He said Fried­ 
man was a friend of Mortimer 
M, Caplin, former internal rev- 
enure com m issioner. 
Caplin, now in New York, 
termed 
the 
testimony pre­ 
posterous. 
Kennedy protested the pubiic 
airing of what he called un­ 
founded charges against Caplin, 
and said "elementary justice" 
demanded that the Senate sub­ 
committee talk to Caplin in ad­

"It seem s to me that the 
damage has now been done," 
Kennedy - said. 
Sens. Joseph Tydings of Mary, 
land, and Harry F . Byrd Jr., 
Virginia, both Democrats, join­ 
ed Kennedy's protest. 
Senator Long issued a state­ 
ment saying Kennedy and his 
friends "are guilty ofprecisely 
what they accuse the subcom­ 
mittee of: Not investigating."

M rs. E pperson's suit contends 
the law is unconstitutional be­ 
cause it infringes on freedom of 
speech, enters the sphere of re ­ 
ligion, is a vague, indefinite, 
arb itrary and capricious stat­ 
ute, rem oves the right of school 
adm inistrators to say what is to 
be taught in schools they a re 
elected to supervise, and would 
force the state to provide equal 
protection under law for all 
school children if the evolution 
theory is dangerous. 


Bennett argued that the only 
issue was whether the state, as 
an em ployer, could tell M rs. 
Epperson, as an employe, what 
she could teach while on duty in 
the public schools.

Prices, Freeman Reports 


WASHINGTON (AP) — S ecre­ 
tary of A griculture Orville L . 
Freem an said again Friday that 
farm prices a re down a bit in 
some com m odities and that the 
outlook is for lower retail food 
prices this sum m er and for the 
re st of the year. 
He urged the m arketing com­ 
munity to share this leveling- 
off with consum ers without de­ 
lay. 
"W ithout such actio n ," he said 
"low er farm prices will simply 
mean la rg e r profit m argins for 
the Industry, with no benefits ac­ 
cruing to the consum er." 
In a speech to a group of 
businessm en at Brookings Insti­ 
tution, Freem an noted that re ­ 
tail food prices rose in the firs t 


six weeks of this year in com­ 
parison with the sam e period 
la st year. 
He said the early 1966 price 
situation represented an over­ 
reaction to abysm ally 
low 
p rices received by the producer 
in 1964 for meat anim als, poul­ 
try , and eggs in particular, and 
som e short-term high prices 
for vegetables and fruit crops 
damaged by w eather. 
The A griculture Department 
also issued a release in which 
it said that average prices of all 
farm products will be 6 per cent 
o r so lower in October-Decem- 
ber than they are now. Some 
products such as wheat and 
other food grains and fluid milk 
may show little change.

The Soviet Communist party's 
leadership has had a week of its 
23rd congress — the first con­ 
gress 
without 
the 
noisy 
presence of Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev -• in which to project its 
image before the Soviet people. 
It has offered little for the av­ 
erage Soviet citizen to cheer 
about. 
The leaders have denied Stal­ 
in again and voiced their aver­ 
sion to Stalinism . But they have 
retreated into some aspects of 
Stalinism , evidently out of ap­ 
prehension over the future of 
the entrenched top4evel bureau­ 
cracy. 
Basically, what seem s to have 
happened is that the relaxations 
of the post-Stalin era had gone 
too far for the leaders' own 
comfort. Criticism of theStalin 
era implied criticism of the par­ 
ty itself. 
Now, in some respects, the 


leaders seem to be intent upon 
returning to some aspects of the 
past. They seem to want to 
clean up that picture of theStal­ 
in era, the butt of so much out­ 
spoken criticism in the past 10 
years, and to upgrade the par­ 
ty's history. The object appears 
to be to halt an erosion of party 
authority engendered by cyni­ 
cism among young people and 
intellectuals. 
The leaders have revived the 
term s 
Politburo and general 
secretary, 
both 
indelibly 
stamped with the Stalin era. 
There appears to be almost a 
desperation in this, to make 
clear that the Communist party 
of the Soviet Union remains the 
Bolshevik party of Lenin's and 
Stalin's day. 
The first party secretary, 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, who pre­ 
sumably now will become gen­ 
eral secretary and chairman of 


a Politburo rather than a party 
Presidium; Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny, ideologist Mikhail Suslov 
and others at the top all are 
linked with the Stalin era. 
When they return to its terms 
and tools, they evoke memories 
of a dictator who, as general 
secretary, 
ruled his party, 
Politburo and nation with a 
hand of steel. 
But the leaders are far from 
finished with their problems. 
Demand from below for a more 
liberalized system and a better 
share of Soviet wealth probably 
is more Insistent now than ever. 
Ideological ideas have pushed in 
from the West. 
If it takes a form of Stalinism 
to mute the im pliedcriticism of 
party leadership, the machinery 
now exists In the light of what 
the congress has produced to 
date. 


7 Churches 
Plan Merger

es with a total of 25 million 
m em bers have outlined plans to 
m erge. But one bishop estim at­ 
ed com plete unification may 
take at least 50 years. 
The churches have been work­ 
ing on the plan for four years, it 
was disclosed Friday. Repre­ 
sentatives of the seven denomi­ 
nations will 
meet in Dallas, 
Tex., May 2-5 to continue dis­ 
cussions. 
The denominations are the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, 
t h e 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church, the M ethodist Church, 
the International Convention of 
C hristian Churches (Disciples 
of C hrist, Evangelical United 
B rethren Church, the United 
Church of C hrist, and the A fri­ 
can 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church. 
The long-range nature of the 
proposal was em phasized at a 
news conference here Friday by 
Episcopal 
Bishop Robert F . 
Gibson J r. of Richmond, Va., 
chairm an of the Consultation on 
Church Union, a special com ­ 
m ission appointed to draft a 
unification plan. He was joined 
by the Rev. D r. Eugene Carson 
Blake of Philadelphia, a P re s­ 
byterian and general secretary - 
elect of the World Council of 
Churches.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rail- 
road attorneys went into court 
today to seek contempt of court 
findings against the striking 
AFL-CIO Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive 
Firem en and Engine- 
men, now in the third day of a 
walkout in defiance of a federal 
court order. 
U-S, Dist. Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff, who e a rlier this week 
issued a tem porary restraining 
order to halt all strikes on eight 
m ajor railroads, scheduled 
a 
hearing for 11 a.m . on the rail­ 
roads' request to find the union 
In contempt. 
The action was a flat rejec­ 
tion of one of the conditions the 
union had set Friday as a price 
for ending the walkout. 
Obviously the railroad hoped 
the potential penalties of con­ 
tempt would force a return to 
work. 
Facing a federal court injunc­ 
tion, union president H. E, Gil­ 
bert offered to end the walkout 
if the eight railroads involved 
agree there will be no rep risa ls 
against the 8,000 strik ers and 
that no damage suits or con­ 
tempt of court actions will be 
pressed. 
The railro a d s' chief negotia­ 
to r, J . E . Wolfe, promptly re ­ 
plied: ‘Pending litigation will be 
p ro g ressed ." He said the ques­ 
tion of court action for damages 
will be up to each railroad p res­ 
ident. 
L ater, Wolfe added he be­ 
lieved the strike will end today. 
Gilbert said he was awaiting 
reports from vice presidents of 
his AFL-CIO Brotherhood of 
Locom otive Firem en and En­ 
gine men, who w ere getting in 
touch with the individual rail­ 
roads. "I am certain agreem ent 
will be reached," he said. 
The strik e was against these 
eight railroads: Union Pacific, 
the country's longest; the Mis­ 
souri Pacific; Illinois C entral; 
Seaboard A ir Line; Central of 
Georgia; Grand Trunk W estern; 
Boston 
and 
Maine; and 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad west of 
H arrisburg, Pa. 
The strike disrupted service 
on 43,000 m iles of line and bit 
into the nation's economy. It 
caused some 100,000 persons to 
be thrown off their jobs or work 
a shorter day, resulted in traffic 
jam s, tied up freight move­ 
m ents, stranded passengersand 
delayed the m ails. 
In Philadelphia, a Transport 
W orkers Union local struck the 
Pennsylvania Railroad after 30

He is noticeably overweight, he smokes more 
than a pack of cigarettes a day; his blood 
cholesterol level is above normal; he has high 
blood pressure. 
This unfortunate fellow is a likely candidate for 
a coronary heart attack, the Missouri Heart 
Association says. 
It does not follow, of course, that a slim, 
non-smoking woman with low blood fats and 
no hypertension cannot have a heart attack. 
It does mean that each of the unfortunate 
factors listed is known to be associated with 
America’s leading killer, heart attack, and that 
the more factors present in one person, the 
higher his risk. 
The basis for this sharply delineated portrait 
df the coronary-prone human is not the result 
of subjective guesswork. It is, instead, a statis­ 
tically valid finding from a research project 
which has been underway since 1949 in Fram­ 
ingham, Massachusetts. 
In that year 5,000 men and women were se­ 
lected at random and given extremely thorough 
physical examinations. They are being closely 
followed — with frequent re-examinations — 
for a total of 20 years. 
While the data are not yet complete, an 
analysis by the experts of the information 
collected to date gives a pretty clear composite 
picture of those who have had heart attacks 
among the 5,000. 
Clearly the typical victim is an obese cigarette 
Smoking man with high cholesterol and hyper­ 
tension. 
It may seem strange that anyone should find 


1 hese facts heartening, yet in a way they are. 
•'or it should be noted that, with one exception, 
jlII the factors which make our man such a strong 
:andidate for a coronary are either preventable, 
* mrable or treatable. 
Our candidate cannot, of course, help being a 
nan. He is stuck with his sex, and statistics 
indicate unquestionably that men suffer coro­ 
naries much more frequently than women, at 
east until the latter reach the menopause. 
But there is no reason under the sun why out1 
candidate should remain obese. The weight of 
even the fattest man can be brought down to a 
lealthy level and kept there. 
But it should be done only under the guidance 
of a physician. Starvation diets or other fad 
methods of losing weight, practiced on a do-it- 
yourself basis, can be dangerous. 
Nobody should pretend that it is easy for the 
ong-time heavy cigarette smoker to shuck his 
mbit. But it can be done, and the large number 
yvho have stopped since the Surgeon General’s 
report was issued in January 1964 attest to that 
act. 
Here, again, the help of a doctor may be 
leeded. Others have been assisted in this rugged 
est of will power by group therapy clinics. 
Dthers just stop. 
A high cholesterol level presents a tougher 
jroblem. Despite earlier claims, no drug has 
yet been found which can safely and certainly 
reduce blood fats in all patients. 
But there is increasing evidence that diets 
vhich replace saturated (largely animal) fats 
yith polyunsaturated fats (mostly f i sh and certain 
ypes of vegetable oils) are quite helpful in this 
regard. 
As to high blood pressure, in most people it 
?an be lowered and controlled with appropriate 
reatment, often including medication and diet, 
iere it is necessary that the job be done under 
he supervision of a physician. 
One final point is well worth noting: It is never 
joo late to start a risk-reduction effort. 
Statistics have shown clearly that the cigarette 
smoker who quits reduces his coronary risk 
down almost to the level of the man who never 
smoked; life insurance companies lower pre­ 
miums for the former fat man when he returns 
to normal weight; and the death rate from hy­ 
pertension among middle-aged men fell 50 per 
cent between 1950 and 1962. 
So, the Missouri Heart Association says, take 
heart?

Rent is a cost in retailing which both retailer 
and consumer regard as a necessity. 
The cost, of course, is passed along to the 
consumer in the prices of goods sold. The 
highest retail rents are paid for locations 
with maximum sidewalk frontage in areas of 
maximum traffic. However, the high rent often 
results in lower prices to the consumer; in­ 
creased volume makes it possible for re­ 
tailers to narrow profit margins. 
In a true sense, advertising is rent. The 
retailer who uses a large advertisement to 
display his goods and prices, contacts more 
traffic than he would on any sidewalk in the 
same community. 
There is some difference between window 
display and newspaper advertising, however. 
The newspaper advertising does a more ade­ 
quate job of preselling; good copy can not be 
duplicated in window display. Also, more items 
can be described under conditions more suitable 
to the prospect in newspaper advertising. Fi­ 
nally, the cost of reaching a prospective con­ 
sumer of a particular item through newspaper 
advertising is a great deal cheaper than reach­ 
ing the prospect through expensive display on 
prime street frontage. 
No one could justifiably disparage the im­ 
portance of good location in retailing. Rent is 
usually worth the price charged for it. How­ 
ever, some retailers mistakenly presume that 
the nominal cost of newspaper display is not a 
necessary expense. 
Any retailer who does not understand the re­ 
lationship between rent and advertising, might 
profit from conferring with a supermarket 
grocer. These businesses, which count success 
in terms of immediate sales, give increasing 
attention to newspaper advertising and less to 
location.

It opened the door for FCC 
regulation of programing and 
com m ercials, which the FCC 
hitherto has shied from. It also 
commanded the commission to 
perm it the public to have a 
voice as to who should get 
radio-TV licenses ' and re ­ 
emphasized the original con­ 
ception of the Federal Com­ 
munications Act, namely that 
the airways belong to the peo­ 
ple and are licensed only tem ­ 
porarily to private companies 
for the benefit of the people. 
For a long time most FCC 
commissioners have ruled that 
a radio-TV license was a per­ 
manent grant, not to be dis­ 
turbed unless a private broad­ 
caster engaged in a lottery, 
obscenity, or downright crook­ 
edness. But last week the Court 
of Appeals challenged all this. 


“ Unless the listeners -- the 
broadcasting consumers -- can 
be heard,” ruled Judge Warren 
E. Burger, “ there may be no

Newark, N.J.: 
— Meet the 
man who told Presidental ad­ 
visers to go to hell: 
It’s worth the trip. Here is 
his fief, this chap, Peter Weber, 
is 
known as 
a 
yachtsman, 
sportsm an, lover of fast new 
cars, businessman as well as 
the heavily paid president and 
business manager of the famed 
Operating 
Engineers* 
Local 
825. 
Mr. Weber, who handles his 
52-foot yacht, the Co-Pilot, as 
well as he does his member­ 
ship meetings, also is under 
indictment in a case now be- 
for the Supreme Court. 
He has been accused by the 
government of accepting five 
cars, stock, and other “ things 
of value” such as gas credit 
cards and fuel and maintenance 
for his “ old tub” from busi­ 
nesses which hire operating 
engineers and deal with his 
union. 
The gay, 56-year old Peter 
Weber, a sort of one-man af­ 
fluent society here, broke into 
the news when he defied P res­ 
ident Johnson’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, told them in a 
loud session to go to 
hell, 
shouted that he would insist 
on a $7.75-an-hour top wage 
rate for his people. This came 
to an increase of $1.35 an 
hour or many times the P res­ 
idential wage guidelines. 
Later, he called the Council 
a bunch of “ egg-heads.” One 
labor man, chuckling, adm ir­ 
ingly said of the economic sum ­ 
mit 
meeting: 
“ I don’t think 
they’re going to bluff this guy. 
He’s a pretty tough cookie.” 
Indeed he is. He’s a spe­ 
cialist in defiance. 
Not too many years ago, he 
permitted his union, Local 825, 
to pay some $238,00(Ho his for­ 
m er chief, extortioner Joe Fay, 
after the latter hatl gone to 
prison for shaking down con­ 
tractors out of vast funds in 
exchange for union labor peace. 
Public 
opinion 
apparently 
meant little. Mr. Weber feels 
quite secure in his union, post 
so there is nothing like com­ 
forting an old friend like Fay. 
Not even the four-year-old in­ 
dictment on charges Of conspir­ 
ing to violate the Taft-Hartley 
Law has shaken Mr. Weber’s 
power in his union. He has 
been re-elected and hailed by 
such dedicated lawmakers as 
Congressmen and New Jersey 
state officials.

■ a pattern stamped on thousands 
of local unions across the land. 
The now heavily publicized 
Local 825 is really a m aster 
national-type union in itself. 
Though its headquarters are 
on Fleming Ave. here, 
and 
though it is called a local, it 
actually 
covers 
all 
of New 
Jersey and spills over the state 
line into New York counties. 
It has some 8,000 members 
who work on all sorts of con­ 
struction worth billions of dol­ 
la rs annually--ranging all the 
way from roads and bridges 
to small buildings. 


And it has an election system 
all its own. Some 50 per cent, 
perhaps 60 per cent, cannot 
run for office nor can they 
nominate candidates. They are 
in what is called “ branches” 
o r in the B or C classifica­ 
tions. 
Only Class A members can 
run or nominate candidates. 
All A, B and C members can 
vote for candidates, but this 
gives them no chance to fight 
for a ticket of their own choos­ 
ing. 


Furtherm ore, what fascinates 
the government now locked in 
a cobra-flute relationship, is 
the rule that candidates must 
declare themselves as early 
as the November before the 
actual nomination. This comes 
in May, some six months later. 
The elections then follow.

the intervening six 
months, one can do a lot of 
arguing with the opposition-- 
u rging its withdrawal.

This beautiful Palm Sunday hymn dates back to 820 AD. It was written by Theodulph, 
bishop of Orleans, the Emperor Charlem agne’s principal theologian. Legend has it that 
after Charlem agne’s death, Theodulph was imprisoned on false accusations. He wrote 
the hymn in prison and supposedly sang it from his prison window as Louis I and his court 
were on the w ay to the cathedral. Upon hearing it, Louis immediately freed the good 
bishop. The hymn was translated into English by John Neale in 1851. 
The music for this stirring processional hymn was written by Melchior Teschner, a 
Lutheran pastor in Silesia in 1615. As far as is known it is the only music he wrote. But 
Jesus's triumphal entry into Jerusalem and the words of Theodulph inspired Teschner this 
one time. Together they gave us our role on Palm Surtday which is expressed in the fifth 


verse.

Three ladies were sleeping. 
Then as he t u r n e d in the 
other d i r e c t i o n he saw 
another 
person, 
head 
nod­ 
ding, about to sleep. It was 
astonishing to the man who 
told of it, for Dr. Theodore 
Ferris was attending a con­ 
cert in Boston where he was 
hearing the eminent 
cellist 
Rostropovich. The music was 
of such crystalline purity that 
he could imagine the artist 
had plumbed the depths and 
soared to the heights of the 
Haydn Concerto. 
But these 
ladies were sleeping. 
It caused him to wonder as 
to their preoccupation, their 
own worries or their lack of 
understanding. Why did they 
sleep? The m u s i c was not 
dead. 
It was just that they 
were not attuned to it. 
In the discussions concern­ 
ing the life or death of God 
one can ask the same ques­ 
tion. There is the danger that 
we shall judge the reality of 
the fact by our own situation. 
Our preoccupations, our wor­ 
ries and anxieties or our own 
insecurities can cause us to 
lose any sense of a living 
presence. 
As a m atter of fact, one of 
the “death of God” theologi­ 
ans found in the m undane 
processional of events, such as 
growing o l d e r or giving u{ 
smoking, that he had to con­ 
front some new realities. 
It 
was at that moment that he 
discovered 
that 
he 
wasn't 
hearing the old music. The 
danger is that at just that 
moment he m i g h t decide 
there was no music at all. 
The point of all of this is 
that we are in a season called 
Lent. 
Once upon a time it 
meant certain disciplines such 
as giving up s o m e luxury, 
some s w e e t m e a t or some 
pleasure. 
It was a time to 
meditate, to consider, to denv 
oneself, 
to 
be 
disciplined. 
Some of these aspects have 
been sloughed from the ex­ 
perience, but the form of it is 


still in our midst. Men turn to 
listen in these weeks. Its a 
time to be awake, not to sleep 
through the concerto. I t s a 
time to cleanse the mind of 
the worries and not to miss 
the music. 
There is an ancient legend 
of a man who watched a man 
carrying his cross in a proces­ 
ional. He saw the crowds; he 
ictually saw the man who car­ 
ried the cross. But he missed 
the crucifixion because he had 
a toothache. W h e n he was 
asked about it later, all he 
could remember was his own 
Ji scorn fort. 
Halford Luccock once com­ 
mented that the interesting 
thing about Rip Van Winkle 
was that when he went to 
sleep he had the picture of 
George III on the wall. When 
he woke up the picture of 
George Washington was on 
the wall. Old Rip had slept 
through a revolution. 
T here’s no better descrip­ 
tion of the present situation 
than "revolution.” It’s a time 
when 
all 
of 
the 
accepted 
values are tested and when 
the familiar landm arks are 
shaken. In such a time th e re’s 
music to be heard and sights 
to be seen and truth to be 
pondered. It’s a time to re­ 
consider and to think through. 
That’s the discipline of Lent 
This is the time to rem em ber 
Jesus’ question of his own 
sleeping 
followers: 
“Could 
vou not watch with me one 
hour?”

fields of alfalfa are being dam ­ 
aged by the alfalfa weevil, F ler- 
noy G. Jones, area extension 
entomology agent, reports. 
This pest appeared in 21 south­ 
eastern and south central coun­ 
tie s of M issouri for the first 
tim e in 1964 During 1965 an 
additional 8 counties were added 
to the list. 
Tne larvae cause the m ajority 
of damage by skeletonizing the 
term inal and upper leaves of 
the first cutting and the new 
growth following the 
removal 
of the first crop. Damaged fields 
first appear 
greenish • gray, 
then gray, and then a frosted 
appearance as the skeletonized 
leaves dry. 
The newly hatched larvae are 
about 1 '20 inch long and are 
yellow except for a 
shining 
black head. When full grown, 
they are about 3/8 inch long. 
T heir heads are black; their 
bodies green. They have a wide 
white strip running down the 
middle of their backs paralleled 
by two faint white strip es on 
eith er side. 
Control of the larvae is ju s­ 
tified when 50% of the term inal 
buds or leaves show feeding 
damage. Use any of the fol­ 
lowing as sprays applied at the 
rate of at least 15 gallons per 
acre and increase to 20-25 gal­ 
lons when growth is rank and 
dense. 
a. Use malathion at 20 ounces 
(1 quart 57% malathion em ul- 


sifiable concentrate) p er acre. 
Not effective at tem peratures 
below 60 degrees F. 
b. 
Or use 
methoxychlor at 
1 - 1 2 pounds (3 
quarts 25fc 
methoxychlor em ulsifiable con­ 
centrate) per acre. 
c. Or use Guthion at 0.5 pound 
(1 
quart 22% 
Guthion spray 
concentrate) per acre. Not ef­ 
fective at tem peratures below 
60 degrees F. 
d. Or use methyl parathion at

with 
eith er of the above fungicides 
a re recommended for

purpose. 
In addition 
to the 
regular 
seed 
treatm ent, 
it is 
also 
recom m ended that you use a- 
“ planter box” application 
of 
fungicides 
which will 
give 
added protection against seed­ 
ling disease 
organism s. Why 
do we recommend the “ planter 
box” treatm ent when the seed 
is 
already 
treated 
with a 
fungicide? While the seed tre a t­ 
ment protects the seed alone, 
the 
“ planter box” treatm ent 
gives 
added protection to the 
seed, and in addition, it p ro ­ 
te cts the root system of young 
cotton plants. 
A m ixture of 
PCNB 
with either 
Captan, 
Maneb, 
OM 2424 or Dexon is 
recom m ended 
for this p u r­ 
pose. 
A 
very important practice 
that 
farm ers can use to help 
insure 
good stands of cotton 
is to plant 
the crop after the 
soil tem perature has reached 
65 degrees 
or 
above. 
Sixty 
degrees Fahrenheit is the m in­ 
imum tem perature 
at 
which 
cotton will germ inate, and there 
is considerable 
advantage in 
waiting until the soil is w arm ­ 
e r than this 
Less tim e 
is 
required 
for the 
seed 
to 
germ inate in a warm soil 
as 
com pared to a cold soil. R e­ 
su lts 
of 
research 
con­ 
ducted in Southeast M issouri 
indicates 
that 
five to seven 
days are r a q u i^ i to ger nl.i - 
nate cotton seed in a 
warm 
soil com pared to 10 to 14 days 
in a cold soil 
Consequently, 
planting 
in a 
cold 
soil 
allows more tim e for the seed 
to 
be attacked 
by diseases 
that 
result in lower germ in­ 
ation 
and 
affect 
the cotton 
during 
the 
growing season. 
By reducing the tim e required 
for cotton to come up, plant­ 
ing in a warm soil reduces the 
danger of unfavorable weather 
preventing

a Politburo rather than a party 
Presidium ; Prem ier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny, ideologist Mikhail Suslov 
and others at the top all are 
linked with the Stalin era. 
When they return to its term s 
and tools, they evoke m em ories 
of a dictator who, as general 
secretary , 
ruled his party, 
Politburo and nation with a 
hand of steel. 
But the leaders are far from 
finished with their problem s. 
Demand from below for a more 
liberalized system and a better 
share of Soviet wealth probably 
is more insistent now than ever. 
Ideological ideas have pushed in 
from the West. 
If it takes a form of Stalinism 
to mute the implied criticism of 
party leadership, the machinery 
now exists in the light of what 
the congress has produced to 
date.

Facing a federal court injunc­ 
tion, union president H. E. Gil­ 
bert offered to end the walkout 
if the eight railroads involved 
agree there will be no rep risa ls 
against the 8,000 strik e rs and 
that no damage suits or con­ 
tempt of court actions will be 
pressed.

Soviet Retreat into Stalinism 


Hie Soviet Communist party's 
leadership has had a week of Its 
23rd congress — the first con­ 
gress 
without 
tile 
noisy 
presence of Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev — in which to project Its 
image before the Soviet people. 
It has offered little for the av­ 
erage Soviet citizen to cheer 
about. 
Hie leaders have denied Stal­ 
in again and voiced their aver­ 
sion to Stalinism. But they lave 
retreated into some aspects of 
Stalinism, evidently out of ap* 
prehension over the future of 
the entrenched top-level bureau­ 
cracy. 
Basically, what seems to have 
happened Is that the relaxations 
of the post stalin era had gone 
too far for the leaders* own 
comfort. Criticism of the Stalin 
era Implied criticism of the par­ 
ty itself. 
Now, in some respects, the 


leaders seem to be intent upon 
returning to some aspects of the 
past. They seem to want to 
clean up that picture of the Stal­ 
in era, the butt of so much out­ 
spoken criticism in the past IO 
years, and to upgrade the par­ 
ty's history.

Kosygin, President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny, Ideologist Mikhail Suslov 
and others at the top all are 
linked with the Stalin era. 
When they return to its term s 
and tools, they evoke memories 
of a dictator who, as general 
secretary,

He is noticeably overweight, he smokes more 
than a pack of cigarettes a day; his blood 
cholesterol level is above normal; he has high 
blood pressure. 
This unfortunate fellow is a likely candidate for 
a coronary heart attack, the Missouri Heart 
Association says. 
It does not follow, of course, that a slim, 
non-smoking woman with low blood fats and 
no hypertension cannot have a heart attack. 
It does mean that each of the unfortunate 
factors listed is known to be associated with 
America’s leading killer, heart attack, and that 
the more factors present in one person, the 
higher his risk. 
The basis for this sharply delineated portrait 
of the coronary-prone human is not the result 
of subjective guesswork. It is, instead, a statis­ 
tically valid finding from a research project 
which has been underway since 1949 in Fram­ 
ingham, Massachusetts. 
In that year 5,000 men and women were se­ 
lected at random and given extremely thorough 
physical examinations. They are being closely 
followed — with frequent re-examinations — 
for a total of 20 years. 
While the data are not yet complete, an 
analysis by the experts of the information 
collected to date gives a pretty clear composite 
picture of those who have had heart attacks 
among the 5,000.

Statistics have shown clearly that the cigarette 
smoker who quits reduces his coronary risk 
down almost to the level of the man who never 
smoked; life insurance companies lower pre­ 
miums for the former fat man when he returns 
to normal weight; and the death rate from hy­ 
pertension among middle-aged men fell 50 per 
cent between 1950 and 1962. 
So, the Missouri Heart Association says, take 
heart! 


RIGHT TO WORK HELPS MAKE SOUTH 
CAROLINA GOOD PLACE TO WORK AND LIVE 
“ We have checked as requested on one of our 
large new plants that has recently come to 
central South Carolina and find that it is paying 
$3.20 per hour to some of its highly skilled 
workers. These workers are making currently, 
including overtime, $176.00 per week. There 
are other new- plants in the State such as paper 
mills that are paying a high level of wages and 
on the national scale. 
“ Most of the new plants in the State are some­ 
what above the current wage levels of the other 
industries. Even though South Carolina is still 
among the low wage states, this is principally 
because of the preponderance of sewing, soft 
goods and other plants that are generally low- 
skilled operations. As we have begun to get 
more rapidly into heavier industry and begun to 
upgrade the skills of our people through our 
Technical Education program and other voca­ 
tional training, our wage rates have begun to 
climb accordingly. A good skilled worker now 
has no trouble getting a high paying job in South 
Carolina. 
“ The Right to Work law has helped us get 
more good companies in the State and provided 
more skilled jobs. As you know, it certainly has 
not in any way depressed our wages but has been 
vital in improving the job opportunity situation 
in this State.”

Rent is a cost in retailing which both retailer 
and consumer regard as a necessity. 
The cost, of course, is passed along to the 
consumer in the prices of goods sold. The 
highest retail rents are paid for locations 
with maximum sidewalk frontage in areas of 
maximum traffic. However, the high rent often 
results in lower prices to the consumer; in­ 
creased volume makes it possible for re­ 
tailers to narrow profit margins. 
In a true sense, advertising is rent. The 
retailer who uses a large advertisement to 
display his goods and prices, contacts more 
traffic than he would on any sidewalk in the 
same community. 
There is some difference between window 
display and newspaper advertising, however. 
The newspaper advertising does a more ade­ 
quate job of preselling; good copy can not be 
duplicated in window display. Also, more items 
can be described under conditions more suitable 
to the prospect in newspaper advertising. Fi­ 
nally, the cost of reaching a prospective con­ 
sumer of a particular item through newspaper 
advertising is a great deal cheaper than reach­ 
ing the prospect through expensive display on 
prime street frontage. 
No one could justifiably disparage the im­ 
portance of good location in retailing. Rent is 
usually worth the price charged for it. How­ 
ever, some retailers mistakenly presume that 
the nominal cost of newspaper display is not a 
necessary expense. 
Any retailer who does not understand the re­ 
lationship between rent and advertising, might 
profit from conferring with a supermarket 
grocer. These businesses, which count success 
in terms of immediate sales, give increasing 
attention to newspaper advertising and less to 
location.

WASHINGTON -- Dr. Aaron 
Henry, the M ississippi Negro 
druggist who challenged

D em ocrats at the Atlantic City 
Convention in 1964, got plenty 
of TV exposure at that time 
but got nowhere in winning Ne­ 
gro representation on the con­ 
vention floor 
Last week the same Dr. Henry 
shook the very roots of the 
television industry by winning 
a 
court ruling that Negroes 
and the 
general public must 
be heard in the relicensing of 
TV and radio stations. 
The 
decision, by the 
U.S. 
Court of Appeals in the Dis­ 
tric t of Columbia, pertained to 
WLBT-TV in Jackson, M iss., 
operated by the Lam ar Life 
Insurance 
Company, and was 
one of the most sweeping in 
radio-TV history. 
It opened the door for FCC 
regulation of program ing and 
com m ercials, which the FCC 
hitherto has shied from. It also 
commanded the commission to 
perm it the public to have a 
voice as to who should get 
radio-TV licenses ' and r e ­ 
em phasized the original con­ 
ception of the Federal Com­ 
m unications Act, namely that 
the airw ays belong to the peo­ 
ple and are licensed only tem ­ 
porarily to private companies 
for the benefit of the people. 
For a long tim e most FCC 
com m issioners have ruled that 
a radio-TV license was a p er­ 
manent grant, not to be d is­ 
turbed unless a private broad­ 
ca ste r engaged in a lottery, 
obscenity, or downright crook­ 
edness. But last week the Court 
of Appeals challenged all this.

m eant little. Mr. Weber feels 
quite secure in his union post 
so there is nothing like com ­ 
forting an old friend like Fay. 
Not even the four-year-old in­ 
dictm ent on charges of conspir­ 
ing to violate the Taft-H artley 
Law has shaken Mr. W eber’s 
pow er in his union. He has 
been re-elected and hailed by 
such dedicated lawm akers as 
C ongressm en and New Jersey 
sta te officials. 
All this has intrigued the Dept, 
of Labor -- especially the en­ 
forcem ent of the Bureau of L a- 
bor-M anagem ent and W elfare- 
Pension Reports, Compliance 
Division. 
T his bureau has challenged 
one of Mr. Weber’s elections 
and 
is investigating another. 
The so-called dem ocratic p ro c­ 
e s s e s in this union should be of 
significance to those Interested 


of local unions across the land. 
The 
now heavily publicized 
Local 825 is really a m aster 
national-type union in itself. 
Though 
its headquarters are 
on 
Flem ing Ave. here, 
and 
though it is called a local, it 
actually 
covers 
all 
of New 
Je rse y and spills over the state 
line into New York counties. 
It has some 8,000 m em bers 
who work on all sorts of con­ 
struction worth billions of dol­ 
la rs annually--ranging all the 
way from roads and bridges 
to sm all buildings. 


And it has an election system 
all its own. Some 50 per cent, 
perhaps 60 per cent, cannot 
run for office nor can they 
nominate candidates. They are 
in what is called “ branches” 
or in the B or C classifica­ 
tions. 
Only C lass A members can 
run or nominate candidates. 
All A, B and C members can 
vote for candidates, but this 
gives them no chance to fight 
for a ticket of their own choos­ 
ing. 


F urtherm ore, what fascinates 
the government now locked in 
a cobra-flute relationship, is 
the rule that candidates must 
declare them selves as early 
as 
the 
November before the 
actual nomination. This comes 
in May, some six months later. 
The elections then follow. 
But 
in 
the intervening six 
m onths, one can do a lot of 
arguing with the opposition-- 
urging its withdrawal. And there 
a re all so rts of forceful arg u ­ 
m ents which can be made. 
In addition the elections are 
held 
here in 
Newark. 
This 
m eans 
that union meml>ers 
downstate or over in New York 
m ust travel as much as 100 
m iles and more to vote. 
It just gets to be “ too much” 
for som e m em bers who have 
to be back on the job early 
the 
next day or that night. 
The 
government is looking 
hard 
at the process which 
makes Peter Weber the force­ 
ful citizen he is. 
But Mr. Weber hardly appears 
concerned over the fact that he 
is an item for the U.S. Su­ 
prem e Court and for the Dept, 
of Labor’s investigatory divi­ 
sion and for the crusading U.S. 
A ttorney here, Dave Satz. 
C ertainly, “ egg-heads” would 
be mild com pared with these 
other forces on his back. 
Why then did he suddenly r e ­ 
tre a t the other night after te ll­ 
ing the “ egg-heads” to go to 
hell? Why did he accept bind­ 
ing arbitration of the $7.75- 
an-hour wage bid? This was a 
ra re re tre a t. Not only did this 
set a 
national precedent for

THE CORONARY TYPE 
He is noticeably overweight, he smokes more 
than a pack of cigarettes a day; his blood 
cholesterol level is above normal; he has high 
blood pressure. 
This unfortunate fellow is a likely candidate for 
a coronary heart attack, the Missouri Heart 
Association says. 
It does not follow, of course, that a slim , 
non-smoking woman with low blood fats and 
no hypertension cannot have a heart attack. 
It does mean that each of the unfortunate 
factors listed is known to be associated with 
A m erica's leading killer, heart attack, and that 
the more factors present in one person, the 
higher his risk. 
The basis for this sharply delineated portrait 
Of the coronary-prone human is not the result 
of subjective guesswork. It is, instead, a statis­ 
tically valid finding from a research project 
which has been underway since 1949 in Fram­ 
ingham, Massachusetts. 
In that year 5,000 men and women were se­ 
lected at random and given extremely thorough 
physical examinations. The> are being closely 
followed — with frequent re-examinations -- 
for a total of 20 years. 
While the data are not yet complete, an 
analysis by the experts of the information 
collected to date gives a pretty clear composite 
picture of those who have had heart attacks 
among the 5,000. 
Clearly the typical victim is an obese cigarette 
smoking man with high cholesterol and hyper­ 
tension. 
It may seem strange that anyone should find 
these facts heartening, yet in a way they are. 
for it should be noted that, with one exception, 
jill the factors w hich make our man such a strong 
Candidate for a coronary are either preventable, 
Curable or treatable. 
I Our candidate cannot, of course, help being a 
man. He is stuck with his sex, and statistics 
dicate unquestionably that men suffer coro- 
aries much more frequently than women, at 
east until the latter reach the menopause. 
But there is no reason under the sun why out 
andidate should remain obese. The weight of 
yen the fattest man can be brought down to a 
healthy level and kept there. 
But it should be done only under the guidance 
of a physician. Starvation diets or other fad 
methods of losing weight, practiced on a do-it- 
yourself basis, can be dangerous. 
Nobody should pretend that it is easy for the 
ong-time heavy cigarette smoker to shuck his 
labit. But it can be done, and the large number 
Aho have stopped since the Surgeon General's 
report was issued in January 1964 attest to that 
act. 
Here, again, the help of a doctor may be 
leeded. Others have been assisted in this rugged 
oui of will power by group therapy clinics, 
inhere just stop. 
A high cholesterol level presents a tougher 
problem. Despite earlier claim s, no drug has 
/et been found which can safely and certainly 
reduce blood fats in all patients. 
But there is increasing evidence that diets 
Ahich replace saturated (largely animal) fats 
/.:th ioh inFutui ated fats (mostly fish and certain 
types of vegetable oils) are quite helpful in this 
regard. 
As to high blood pressure, in most people It 
:an be lowered and controlled with appropriate 
reatment, often including medication and diet. 
lere it is necessary that the job be done under 
ihe supervision of a physician. 
J One final point is well worth noting: It is never 
loo late to start a risk-reduction effort. 
Statistics have shown clearly that the cigarette 
smoker who quits reduces his coronary risk 
down alm ost to the level of the man who never 
smoked; life insurance companies lower pre­ 
miums for the former fat man when he returns 
to normal weight; and the death rate from hy­ 
pertension among middle-aged men fell 50 per 
cent between 1950 and 1962, 
So, the M issouri Heart Association says, take 
heart!

“We have checked as requested on one of our 
large new' plants that has recently come to 
central South Carolina and find that it is paying 
$3.20 per hour to some of its highly skilled 
workers.

Rent is a cost in retailing which both retailer 
and consumer regard as a necessity. 
The cost, of course, is passed along to the 
consumer in the prices of goods sold. The 
highest retail rents are paid for locations 
with maximum sidewalk frontage in areas of 
maximum traffic. However, the high rent often 
results in lower prices to the consumer; in­ 
creased volume makes it possible for re­ 
tailers to narrow profit margins. 
In a true sense, advertising is rent. The 
retailer who uses a large advertisement to 
display his goods and prices, contacts more 
traffic than he would on any sidewalk in the 
same community. 
There is some difference between window 
display and newspaper advertising, however. 
The newspaper advertising does a more ade­ 
quate job of preselling; good copy can not be 
duplicated in window display. Also, more items 
can be described under conditions more suitable 
to the prospect in newspaper advertising. Fi­ 
nally. the cost of reaching a prospective con­ 
sumer of a particular item through newspaper 
advertising is a great deal cheaper than reach­ 
ing the prospect through expensive display on 
prime street frontage. 
No one could justifiably disparage the im­ 
portance of good location in retailing. Rent is 
usually worth the price charged for it. How­ 
ever, some retailers mistakenly presume that 
the nominal cost of newspaper display is not a 
necessary expense. 
Any retailer who does not understand the re­ 
lationship between rent and advertising, might 
profit from conferring with a supermarket 
grocer. These businesses, which count success 
in terms of immediate sales, give increasing 
attention to newspaper advertising and less to 
location.

Court of Appeals in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, pertained to 
WLBT-TV In Jackson, Miss., 
operated by the Lamar Life 
Insurance Company, and was 
one of the most sweeping In 
radio-TV history. 
It opened the door for FCC 
regulation of programing and 
commercials, which the FCC 
hitherto has shied from. It also 
commanded the commission to 
permit the public to have a 
voice as to who should get 
radlo-TV licenses * and re ­ 
emphasized the original con­ 
ception of the Federal Com­ 
munications Act, namely that 
the airway s belong to the peo­ 
ple and are licensed only tem­ 
porarily to private companies 
for the benefit of the people. 
For a long time most FCC 
commissioners have ruled that 
a radlo-TV license was a per­ 
manent grant, not to be dis­ 
turbed unless a private broad­ 
caster engaged In a lottery, 
obscenity, or downright crook­ 
edness. But last week the Court 
of Appeals challenged all this. 
"Unless the listeners -- the 
broadcasting consumers -- can 
be heard," ruled Judge Warren

Though its headquarters are 
on Fleming Ave. here,

though it Is called a local, ll 
actually 
covers all 
of New 
Jersey and spills over the state 
line into New York counties. 
It has some 8,000 members 
who work on all sorts of con­ 
struction worth billions of dol­ 
lars annually--ranging all the 
way from roads and bridges 
to small audings. 


And It has an election system 
all Its own. Some 50 per cent, 
perhaps 60 per cent, cannot 
run for office nor can D e ­ 
nominate candidates. They are 
in what Is called "branches" 
or In the B or C classifica­ 
tions. 
Only Class A members can 
run or nominate candidates. 
All A, B and C members can 
vote for candidates, but this 
gives them no chance to fight 
for a ticket of their own choos­ 
ing. 


Furthermore, what fascinates 
the government now locked In 
a cobra-flute relationship, Is 
the rule that candidates must 
declare themselves as early 
as the November before the 
actual nomination. This comes 
in May, some six months later. 
The elections then follow. 
But 
in 
the intervening six 
months, one can do a lot of 
arguing with the opposition-- 
urging its withdrawal. And there 
are all sorts of forceful argu­ 
ments which can be made. 
In addition the elections are 
held 
here In Newark. 
This 
means 
that union memlwrs 
downstate or over In New York 
must travel as much as IOO 
miles and more to vote. 
It just gets to be "too much" 
for some members who have 
to be back on the job early 
the next day or that night. 
The 
government Is looking 
hard 
at the process which 
makes Peter Weber the force­ 
ful citizen he Is. 
But Mr. Weber hardly appears 
concerned over the fact that he 
Is an Item for the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court and for the Dept. 
of Labor's investigatory divi­ 
sion and for the crusading U.S. 
Attorney here, Dave Satz. 
Certainly, "egg-heads" would 
be mild compared with these 
other forces on his back. 
Why then did he suddenly re ­ 
treat the other night after tell­ 
ing the "egg-heads" to go to 
hell? Why did he accept bind* 
ing arbitration of the $7.75- 
an-hour wage bld? This was a 
rare retreat. Not only did this 
set a national precedent for 
Weber in particular, but for 
labor In general. 
Insiders say that the govern­ 
ment did finally call his bluff. 
They beld a stronger hand than 
he did.

This beautiful Palm Sunday hymn dates back to 820 AD. It was written by Theodulph, 
bishop of Orleans, the Emperor Charlemagne's principal theologian. Legend has it that 
after Charlem agne’s death, Theodulph was imprisoned on false accusations. He wrote 
the hymn in prison and supposedly sang it from his prison window as Louis I and his court 
were on the way to the cathedral. Upon hearing it, Louis immediately freed the good 
bishop. The hymn was translated into English by John N eale in 1851. 
The music for this stirring processional hymn was written by Melchior Teschner, a 
Lutheran pastor in Silesia in 1615. As far as is known it is the only music he wrote. But 
Jesus’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem and the words of Theodulph inspired Teschner this 
one time. Together they gave us our role on Palm Surtday which is expressed in the fifth 
verse. 


"To thee before thy passion 
They sang their hymns of praise 
To thee, now high exalted 
Our melody we raise "

He wrote 
the hymn in prison and supposedly sang it from his prison window os Louis I and his court 
were on the way to the cathedral. Upon hearing it, Louis immediately freed the good 
bishop. The hymn was translated into English by John Neale in 1851. 
The music for this stirring processional hymn was written by Melchior Teschner, a 
Lutheran pastor in Silesia in I S I S As far as is known it is the only music he wrote. But 
Jesus's triumphal entry into Jerusalem and the words of Theodulph inspired Teschner this 
one time. Together they gave us our role on Polm Sunday which is expressed in the fifth 
verse.

Alfalfa

aged b} the alfalfa weevil, F ler- 
noy G 
Jones, area extension 
entomology agent, reports. 
This pest apjieared in 21 south­ 
eastern and south central coun­ 
ties of Missouri for the first 
time in 1964 During 1965 an 
additional 8 counties were added 
to the list. 
Tne larvae cause the majority 
of damage by skeletonizing the 
term inal and upper leaves of 
the first cutting and the new 
growth following the 
removal 
of the first crop. Damaged fields 
first appear 
greenish • gray, 
then gray, and then a frosted 
appearance as the skeletonized 
leaves dry. 
The newly hatched larvae are 
about 1 '20 inch long and are 
yellow except 
for a shining 
black head. When full grown, 
they are about 3/8 inch long. 
Their heads are black; their 
bodies green. They have a wide 
white strip running down the 
middle of their backs paralleled 
by two faint white stripes on 
either side. 
Control of the larvae is ju s­ 
tified when 50/ of the term inal 
buds or leaves show feeding 
damage. Use any of the fol­ 
lowing as sprays applied at the 
rate of at least 15 gallons per 
acre and increase to 20-25 gal­ 
lons when growth is rank and 
dense.

STE PS TO INSURE GOOD

The germination of cottonseed 
is low in many cases and is ex­ 
trem ely low in some cases this 
year according to reports from 
farm ers, 
ginners, and seed 
testing laboratories. 
Conse­ 
quently, 
cotton 
producers 
should begin now to take steps 
that will help to insure getting 
a 
good stand of cotton. There 
are several things that can be 
done along this line. 
First, the farm er should know 
the germination of his cotton 
seed before he plants. If you 
a r e a cotton producers and you 
have not had a germination test 
run on vour cotton seed, it would 
behoove you to do so. Of course, 
planting season is just around 
the corner and 
seed testing 
laboratories 
are busy at this 
time of year, so you will need 
to get this job done right away. 
The use of a fungicidal seed 
treatment will also be extreme­ 
ly important this year to pro­ 
tect the cotton against seedling 
disease organisms. 
Several 
fungicides 
including Ceresan 
L, Orthacide 
75, Panogen 15, 
or a mixture of PCNB 
with 
either of the above fungicides 
are recommended for 
this 
purpose. 
In addition 
to the 
regular 
seed 
treatment, 
it is 
also 
recommended that you use a- 
“ planter box” application 
of 
fungicides 
which will 
give 
added protection against seed­ 
ling disease 
organisms. Why 
do we recommend the “ planter 
box” treatm ent when the seed 
is 
already 
treated 
with a 
fungicide? While the seed treat­ 
ment protects the seed alone, 
the “ planter box” treatment 
gives 
added protection to the 
seed, and in addition, it pro­ 
tects the root system of young 
cotton plants. 
A mixture of 
PCNB 
with either 
Captan, 
Maneb, 
OM 2424 or Dexon is 
recommended 
for this pur­ 
pose. 
A 
very important practice 
that 
farm ers can use to help 
insure 
good stands of cotton 
is to plant 
the crop after the 
soil temperature has reached 
65 degrees 
or 
above. 
Sixty 
degrees F'ahrenheit is the min­ 
imum tem perature 
at 
which 
cotton will germinate, and there 
is considerable 
advantage in 
waiting until the soil is warm­ 
e r than this 
Less time 
is 
required 
for the 
seed 
to 
germinate in a warm soil 
as 
compared to a cold soil. Re­ 
sults 
of 
research 
con­ 
ducted 
in Southeast Missouri 
indicates 
that 
five to seven 
days are r a q u i ^ i to gown In­ 
nate cotton seed in a 
warm 
soil compared to 10 to 14 days 
in a cold soil 
Consequently, 
planting 
in a 
cold 
soil 
allows more time for the seed 
to 
be attacked 
by diseases 
that 
result in lower germin­ 
ation 
and 
affect 
the cotton 
during 
the growing 
season. 
By reducing the time required 
tor cotton to come up, plant­ 
ing m a warm soil reduces the 
danger of unfavorable weather 
preventing 
the cotton from 
coming up. A higher percentage 
of the seed 
germinate 
and 
come up in a warm soil. Fin­ 
ally, 
the cotton grows faster 
when the soil is warm 
which 
reduces competition 
from 
weeds. Soil tem perature read­ 
ings 
are usually taken in the 
area and broadcast over radio 


stations to serve as a guide to 
farm ers as to when to plant 
cotton.

This serious leaf feeding pest 
was first discovered in south­ 
eastern Missouri during

Surveys r e ­ 
vealed its presence in 21 south­ 
eastern and south central coun­ 
ties. During 1965 an additional 
8 counties were added to the list. 
The 
adults are snout beetles 
and are about three-sixteenths 
inch long. At 
first they are 
brown, with a broad dark stripe 
extending 
down their backs 
from 
the front of their heads 
to more than half of the length 
of their bodies. 
As the wee­ 
vils age, many of them become 
uniformly 
browii oi“ ' almSsU 
black.

fields of alfalfa are tieing dam ­ 
aged by the alfalfa weevil, F le r- 
noy G, Jones, area extension 
entomology agent, reports. 
This pest appeared in 21 south­ 
ea ste rn and south central coun­ 
tie s of M issouri for the first 
tim e in 1964. During 1965 an 
additional 8 counties were added 
to the list. 
Toe larvae cause the m ajority 
of damage by skeletonizing the 
term inal and upper leaves of 
the first cutting and the new 
growth following the 
removal 
of the first crop. Damaged fields 
first appear 
greenish • gray, 
then gray, and then a frosted 
appearance as the skeletonized 
leaves dry 
The newly hatched larvae are 
about l / 20 inch long and are 
yellow except for a shining 
black head. When full grown, 
they are about 3/8 inch long. 
T heir heads are black; their 
bodies green. They have a wide 
white strip running down the 
middle of their backs paralleled 
by two faint white strip es on 
eith er side.

The use of a fungicidal seed 
treatm ent will also be extrem e­ 
ly important this year to pro­ 
tect the cotton against seedling 
disease organism s. 
Several 
fungicides 
including C ere san 
L, Orthacide 
75, Panogen 15, 
o r a m ixture of PCNB 
with 
eith er of the above fungicides 
a re recommended for

purpose. 
In addition 
to the 
regular 
seed 
treatm ent, 
It is

recom m ended that you use a- 
“ planter box” application 
of 
fungicides 
which will 
give 
added protection against seed­ 
ling disease 
organism s. Why 
do we recommend the “ planter 
box" treatm ent when the seed

fungicide? While the seed tre a t­ 
ment protects the seed alone, 
the “ planter box" treatm ent 
gives 
added protection to the 
seed, and in addition, it p ro ­ 
te c ts the root system of young 
cotton plants.

com pared to a cold soil. Re­ 
su lts 
of 
research 
con­ 
ducted 
in Southeast M issouri 
indicates 
that 
five to seven 
days ara roqui'*f1 lo geranLi- 
nate cotton seed in a 
warm 
soil compared to IO to 14 days 
in a cold soil 
Consequently, 
planting 
in a 
cold 
soil 
allows more tim e for the seed 
to 
be attacked 
by diseases

By reducing the tim e required 
to r cotton to come up, plant­
